SUBJECT: Instructors for the Information Science 
Center (ISC) 


1. The Information Science Center (ISC), located at our: 
Office of Training facility in Arlington, conducts an Informa- 
tion Science Training Program for Intelligence Community 
personnel. The courses offered stress the application and use 
of information science and quantitative methods of analysis 
in the collection and analysis of intelligence, in management, 
operations and the support functions. 


oy Approximately 60 percent of the students attending 
these courses are employees of Intelligence Community organiza- 
tions other than the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA). Over 
the past nine years, 482 National Security Agency (NSA) students 
have attended ISC courses. In addition, we were privileged 
to have an NSA officer serve as an ISC instructor from 1974 
to 1976. The ISC instruction staff currently consists of 
seven CIA employees and one rotational officer provided by 
another Community component. We believe the value of this 
worthwhile training would be enhanced by broader Intelligence 
Community participation in the instruction. I am attaching 
a summary of the duties and qualification requirements for 
this two-year rotational assignment. We would indeed welcome 
nominations of NSA officers in the GS-12/14 range.
